John Oliver, the lumber merchant, who 
lives on Homan avenue, came to me and said: 
‘I want you to go up and look at a sidewalk 


| that Demling has just built for me. It is a 


rotten sidewalk.’ I went out with Mr. Oliver, 

and he showed me the walk, and said, This 
lumber they have used we sell for $7 per thou- 
sand. It is cull lumber, not No. 1 common, 
such as the ordinance calls for. That would 
cost them $12.50 or $13 per thousand.’ 

Next morning Demling brought in a bill 
for that walk. It was O. K.’d by the in- 
spector. I sent out another man from another 
department, and he reported that the walk 
was horrible and would not last a year. I told 
Mr, Burke. He said. Discharge the man.’ 
I said, ‘ Discharge whom?’ * Discharge the 
inspector.’ Ididso. Almost immediately he 
was reinstated. Mr. Burke said to me: You 
musn’t be quite so severe. You are not run- 
ning a grocery store. This is politics.’ 

“ Demling built a walk on the South Side 
for a real estate man, Mr. Birkhoff. It lasted 
just about a year. Mr. Birkhoff had just paid 
she assessment for it when he got another no- 
tice fora new walk. He came to me and 
wanted mo to go to Mr. Sheehan in the special 
assess ment department and see if he could 
not have the assessment canceled. Mr. Shee- 
han said: ‘ This isn’t anything new, some of 
them don’t last a year.’ 

At last I proposed to Burke a plan that 
would enable us to keep constant track of 
Demling. I said to him: ‘Let me keep 
changing the inspectors around so that no in- 
spector inspects in his own ward, but is liable 
to be sent to any other part of the city. Then 
Demling will never know what man is going 
to inspect his work in any particular ward.’ 

„Mr. Burke did not adopt the plan. He 
said it was a good suggestion, but he would 
not let me carry it out. 

Inspectors Are Incompetent. 


The fact is the average inspector does not 
know the difference between No, 1, No. 2, and 
cull lumber, and is more anxious tv hold his 
job than to offend the contractors. The con- 
tractors frequently try and get an inspector 
discharged who reports unfavorably on their 
work. Demling tried to get one of the best 
men I had discharged, and he was laid off for 
awhile. Men of doubtful character, on the 
other hand, seem to have a life lease of 
their job. One day a man came to me 
and pointed out an inspector that Burke 
had sent to me from the Nineteenth Ward. He 
said, Do you know who that man is? He is 
an ex-convict. He has done time in the peni- 
tentiary.’ I went down to the Police Depart- 
ment and found what he had told me was 
true. I reported the matter, but the man is 
drawing pay as an inspector today. 

“ Demiing kept right on building walks 
and complaints kept coming in. He never 
built a dollar’s worth of walk that was up to 
the standard. One day I cut down about 
$1,000 or $1,200 off about $7,000 or $8,000 of 
bills that came in to me in a batch. Within a 
day or two after that Mr. Burke sent for me 
and locked the door and said: ‘ Mr. Durant, 
this sidewalk business is a bad business, and 
we know the methods of Demling. We won’t 
let you O. K. any more bills. They, won't go 
through your hands any more—but don't 
worry.’ 

I never had a bill brought to me from 
that time. 
proved. Supt, of Sidewalks’ printed on 
the bottom with a blank left for my name. 
Also the words ‘ Sidewalk Inspector’ printed 
with a blank where the inspector’s name was 
to be. By what authority any one else wrote 
his or my name in the blank left for my 
name I don’t know. So far as I know some 
other person might just as well assume to 
sign Burke’s name on the street pay roll with- 
out Burke’s authority. As for the bills which 
I did O. K. I don’t think a dozen of them left 
my hands with the amounts on as at first pre- 
sented. I have taken off as much as $250 
from a bill of $800. 

J used to wonder how thirty-four extra 
sidewalk inspectors were paid. There is an 
appropriation made every year, so many 
thousand dollars, for the Street Department; 
yet there was no appropriation to provide for 
these extra men who were each drawing about 
$1,000 per year in the Sidewalk Department. 
I asked a Manin the Special Assessment De- 
partment about it one day and he said to me: 
‘Mr. Durant, there was another fellow just 
like you that wanted to know about this once 
and he didn’t stay here a great while. You 
had better drop this matter of how these men 
get their pay.. 

What the Rees Show. 

The reports made to Commissioner Aldrich 
show a percentage of cull lumber varying 
from 10 to 100 percent has been used by 
Demling. The instances are numerous, but 
a few will serve as an indication of the whole. 
Some of them will be found in the following

Demling’s territory ‘extended all over the 
city. The reports show about the same per- 
centage in each case. Some of the worst ex- 
amples of his work are on Evergreen avenue, 
between Maplewood and Fairview avenues; 
Diversey street, from Hoffman to Western 
avenue; Grant street, from Austin avenue to 
Indiana boundary line; Perry street, along 
the same distance and along Lawrence 
avenue. 

Thecull lumber, which the reports say has 
been used, is said to be the refuse material 
which lumber merchants frequently burn in 
order to dispose of it. 

Amounts to $50,000 a Year. 

Commissioner Aldrich says an estimate of 
the contractor’s gains cannot be made until 
the books are examined. The suspected work 
has extendéd over several years, and amounts 
to nearly $50,000 a year.

LAKE SIDE EVICTION. 


MRS. AMOS H. TAYLOR AND DAUGH- 
TER TURNED OUT OF DOORS. 


Deputy Sheriff Kennicott and Assistants 
Take Possession of the Old Homestead 
to Satisfy a Mortgage—The Place Catches 
Fire and Its Occupants and Their Goods 
Are Bundled Out Into the Cold—John 
Taylor, the Son, Expresses His Indigna- 
tion in Hot Words, 

The suburban Town of Lake Side, on the 
Milwaukee branch of the Northwestern rail- 
road, is all excitement over the heartless evic- 
tion of Mrs. Amos H. Taylor and her daughter, 
Miss Monick Taylor, from their old home and 
the destruction of that home by fire immediately 
afterwards by a Deputy Sheriff and four stal- 
wart assistants last Saturday. 

An old and feeble mother, with silver locks 
and but few years of life beforé her, carried 
out upon the highway into the snow and cold. 
protesting, with a physician’s certificate and 
orders against exposure; her household ef. 
fects broken and piled around her on the high- 
way ; left to see her old home destroyed by fire 
before her eyes; her daughter held in the grasp 
of a Sheriff's hired help and powerless to as- 
sist her or attempt to save her property, was 
the sight which greeted the inhabitants of 
Lake Side Saturday afternoon. 

Deputy-Sheriff Kennicott of Chicago went 
out to the place ten days ago and ordered 
Mrs. Taylor to vacate the premises. 
she refused to do so. It had been her 
home for forty years, and she did not 
understand why she should be turned 
out in the cold now. Last Saturday 
Kennicott returned. He was accompunied by 
four strong inen as assistants. After Leing re- 
fused admittance to the house he had the door 
smashed in and took possession. 

Mrs. Taylor was sick and had showed him a 
physician’s certificate to the effect that it 
would be dangerous to removo her. The men, 
on securing possession, began to throw out the 
furniture, stoves, etc. While this was going 
on the house caught fire in some as yet unac- 
countable manner, and, before all the goods 
were out, was burned to the ground, Mrs. Tay- 
lor having been carried out while the house. 
was on fire. Neighbors kindly took charge of 
her, and she was taken to Mrs. McBain’s, 
where she is at present. After destroying the 
house, the barn on the premises was so much 
damaged by the Deputy Sheriff and hie men 
as to render it untenable except for rats and 
sparrows. 

To Keep Her from Returning. 

It is claimed by some who know the facts 
in the case that the property was destroyed so 
that Mrs. Taylor’ would not move back and 
take possession, which it is said she did some 
twelve years ago, when a similar eviction oc- 
curred, 

The house is insuged in the Northfield 
Farmers’ Insurance company of Wilmette 
for $900, and the collection of this insurance 
will probably lead to a careful investigation 
as to the origin of the fire. 

The house was an old-fashioned farm house, 
built forty years ago on land bought by Aus- 
tin H. Taylor of the government. At the 
time the property consisted of 260 acres in 
what is now the most valuable part of Lake Side. 
Since then it has dwindled to six acres, which 
is bounded by the Sheridan drive, the old 
Bay State road, Mr. Scott’s beautiful grounas, 
and Mary's street. It is valued at $15,000 and 
is a nice plum for the legal owners, as it 
is situated in the right place for a suburban 
home. 

The original owner, A. H. Taylor, came 
here in 1829. He soon owned 160 acres of land 
around Lake and South Water streets, which 
was then considered worthless. His house 
was the first one in Lake Side, and the 260-acre 
farm was a choice bit of property. Instead of 
keeping it free from debt he placed an incum- 
brance upon it and used the money to specu- 
late in land further south. Some fifteen years 
ago he died, and since then his widow has held 
the remainder of the property until Saturday, 
when forcible possession was taken by the 
Sheriff—acting for L. H. Lloyd, agent for the 
parties holding the mortgage. The old home- 
stead is said to have been the place of many 
romantic incidents of the early days in Cook 
County. 3 

Mr. Scott of the firm of Carson, Pirie, 
Seott & Co., this city, has a residence adjoin- 
‘ing the Taylor property. When seen by a re- 
porter for Thu TMRBUNA Mr. Scott said: 

J was not at home when the eviction of 
Mrs. Taylor occurred, consequently know lit- 
tle about it. In my dealings with Mrs, Tay- 
lor and her daughter I have always found 
them just, lady-like, respectable people. I 
never heard a word against them. John Tay- 
lor, her son, lives here and is thoroughly re- 
sponsible. He will probably give any iufor- 
mation desired. 

Says It Was an Outrage. 


Mr. Taylor, employed by Henry D. Lloyd. 
Chicago, was found, and when asked about 
the eviction of his mother and sister by the 
Sheriff last Saturday was so overcome by in- 
dignation and anger at the methods used to 
obtain possession of his old home as to be un- 
ableto speak. In a few moments he recov- 
ered and heaped imprecations and vows of 
vengeance upon the head of that Deputy 
og Cooling down some, Mr. Taylor 
said: 

“It is an outrage and a steal of the first 
water. Why. do you know that property is 
worth $15,900, and $7,000 will cover all incum- 
brance. Do you suppose that Mr. Scott would 
have been troubled that way if he had been 
in the same fix? Lloyd and his gang think 
we have no money to fight, and he will get the 
property for nothing. He tried to get some 
property from John L. Gage here some years 
ago by his crooked methods, but failed. 
Tas born in that old house, and it looks 
tough to have it end as it has, My father, 
Amos H. Taylor, purchased the property from 
the government fifty years ago. We have the 
old parchment yet, signed by Gen. Jackson. 
The 260 acres was the best here. It is eighty 
feet above the level of the lake. The 
Indians were numerous here then and 
my folks traded with them a great deal. 
In those days my father was a great map 
here. He owned property around Lake and 
South Water streets. It was worthless then. 
He built the first bridge across the river. The 
government paid half and the Indians half in 
silver. He built the old Lake house, the first 
frame house in Chicago, and brought the first 
Catholic priest across country from St. Louis 
to the oid St. Mary’s Church, at Madison 
street and Wabash avenue. The Town of 
Lake Side was then called Taylorport in his 
honor. And it has all come to this. My 74. 
year-old mother must be thrown out in the 
streets and the old home destroyed. Of 
course you don’t know about it, so I will tell 
vou. 

Long years ago the farm was mortgaged. 
Ever since then there has been a great deal of 
litigation of all kinds. Some twelve years ago 
the holders of the mortgage tried to get pos- 
session, but failed. Nuw L. H. Lioyd has 
some kind of a hold wants possession. 
The original mortgage was to C. D. Osmer & 
Son. The entire indebtedness against the 
estate is only $7,000 or $8,900.

His Prisoner Rescued ‘ai 
Lynching by R 

A Pinkerton night 
caped lynching at 6 p.m. y ay at Clark 
and Madison streets; and only saved his life by 
his abilities as a runner. 

A young man went into the Merchants’ 
Restaurant on Madison near Clark street and 
ate a 50-cent supper. then pocketed the 50-cent 
check, prod a 25-cent check and presented 
it co the cashier. He had been watched and 
someone ldoking for an officer called in 
a Pinkerton watchman. “He placed the man 
under arrest and took him to the patrol box at 
Clark and Madison streets. This was when 
the walks were thronged with working people 
going home from work. When they saw a 
man arrested by an 0officer in the 
Pinkerton uniform they crowded about 
and angry threate were made. The officer had 
trouble in fitting his key to the lock. He had 
his left arm around the neck of the prisoner. 
As he was unlocking the box a  work- 
ingman pulled the prisoner out and 
poked his own bead up under the 
officer’s arm. The box being opened 
and the call turned in the workingman told 
the officer to take his arm away. The prison- 
er had escaped. The offiver held to the work- 
ingman. The crowd tore him away from the 
officer. It pressed in on him and took his cap 
and star amid cries of Lynch the Pinker- 
ton. 

He was struck several times, but finally 
suceeeded in breaking through the crowd and 
ran north on Clark street. He was pursued by 
100 men. At Randolph street he threw his coat 
and increased his speed. Ou reaching Lake 
street he turned west and ran into the arms of 
a fellow-Pinkerton officer, who took in the 
situation in a moment, ran and unlocked a 
business house, and took him in and 
locked the door. The mob that had grown to 
500 swarmed angrily about the doors, but as 
the two officers retired quickly out of sight no 
attempt was made to break in the doors.

SHUT THE PUBLIC OUT 


CORPORATIONS MONOPOLIZE THE LA 
SALLE STREET TUNNEL. 


Foot Passage Under the River Blocked 
with Debris and with Signs Warning 
All Persons to Keep Out—Chicago Tele- 
phone Company and an Electric Light- 
ing Company Take Possession of City 
Property to Lay Their Wires—A Place 
for Those of Cleanly Instincts to Avoid. 


The La Salle street tunnel under the Chica- 
go River, which was built and paid for by the 
people of the City of Chicago, has passed out 
of their keeping into the hands of private cor- 
poratious. 

The foot-passage way, the only portion of 
the tunnel to which the plain people could lay 
any claim whatsoever without paying tribute 
to Mr. Yerkes; the foot-passage way, which 
few people used because it was damp and 
foul and poorly lighted, even this has 
been shut up.

Light and Power company may put in new 
wires through the tunnel. 
Working Without a Permit. 

No permit has been issued by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works for closing the tunnel; 
in fact, there was no one about the office who 
knew that it had been closed. No permits 
have been issued for putting new wires 
through the tunnel. There is a provision in 
the ordinance granted the Chicago Telephone 
company and that granted the Sectional Un- 
derground Conduit company, which was aft- 
erward transferred to the Chicago Arc Light 


and Power company, which gives them the | 


right to run their wires through the tunnels of 
the city, but even with such a right the laws 
require a permit whenever the companies 

sire to take advantage of their rights under 
the ordinance. From the records in the of- 
fice of the Department of Public Works it 
seems that the companies have always ignored 
the law in the past as they are doing now, tak- 
ing possession of the tunnel at theirown sweet 
will, retaining possession so long as it may 
suit them to do so, and for all this paying not 
one cent of revenue into the treasury of the 
city. 

All the old wires which formerly ran through 
the tunnel are to be replaced by new ones 
and the number materially increased. To 
accommodate these wires nine shelves each 
twelve inches wide and three inches deep have 
been built along the east wall of the tunnel. 
They are put up on heavy iron 
brackets and ars to be provided with 
drop doors to protect them from molestation. 
Of the nine shelves the Chicago Telephone 
company is to have six, the Chicago Are Light 
and Power company two, and the City of Chi- 
cage for its fire alarm and police telephone 
lines one shelf, and that the one next the floor. 
Besides this the city will pay one-ninth of 
the entire cost of constructing the shelves, 
though the change is made solely for 
the convenience and profit of the telephone 
and electric lighting company. The city pays 
its proportion of the work, notwithstanding 
the fact that all pole lines and electrical con- 
duits are required to carry the city’s wires 
free of cost. City Electrician Barrett yester- 
day corroborated the story told by the con-

Will Be Reopened Some Time, 

The foot passage has been closed for twelve 
days now, and the contractor claims that he 
will fd through with the work in twelve days 
more, or if not in that time by New-Year’s 
day or the Fourth of July. Anyway, the 
passageway will be opened before the close of 
the World’s Fair. 

Charles T. Yerkes was granted the right to 
run his cable lines through the roadway of the 
La Salle street tunnel six years ago, the stipu- 
lation being that he should pay $25,000 a year 
for its use beside keep the roadway and the 
foot passage in repair, cleaned, and lighted. 
There were several amendments and amended 
amendments, whereby Mr. Yerkes built a 
bridge for the city and the $25,000 a year 
was done away with, How well he kept the 
tunnel cleaned, and lighted, and 10 repair is 
known to all who have had occasion to go 
through it, either riding or walking. The 
foot passage became so foul that the number 
who went through it fell off until there was 
scarce a dozen a day to go through. 

Six months ago E. Louis Kuhna, the Deputy 
Commissioner of Public Works, found that 
the city was lighting foot passage from 
the City Hall plant.

When James B. McGinley, a retired capital- 
ist living at No. 778 Jackson boulevard, read 
an ad which stated that au investment of 


make himself a Christmas present of $98,000. 
When he called at the Bort Block, Nos. 17, 19, 
and 21 Quincy street, where the golden secret 
was for sale, three pleasant men told him they 
were glad to see him: Then they told him that 
with $2,000 they could “buck” a faro game 
and win $100,000 before the men back of the 
game would know what was up. They pro- 
duced a faro layout, lots of chips, and Mr. Mc- 


standing behind him and showing him how to 
place his bets. -In two hours he had won a 
fabulous sum—that is, he would have won it 
if the chips had cost anything. 

Mr. McGinley was delighted, and when they 
told him of a big game running atthe Well- 
ington Hotel the party moved over there as 
quickly as. possible, determined to get that 
$100,000 before the sun went down. They 
were shown to the room of C. B. Wheeler, a 
traveling-man from Kansas City, and in about 
two minutes a stiff game, with “ whites” at 
$25, was running. Somehow or other the 
charm failed to work and Mr. McGinley 
dropped $400.. The next day he put 51,000 in 
his pocket and tackled the game again. It 
only took him three hours to lose it. Two 
days later he drew $1,500 from the bank (not 
the faro bank), and, by coppering the ace at 
the wrong time, this went the way 
of the other. The next day he 
started out to get revenge, but 
his son learned the story and so did Capt. 
Shea. When detectives called to inspect Mr. 
Wheeler’s sample room” they found that 
he had left the hotel the night b6fore. T'ues- 
day, however, they arrested A. P. Seyton, 
alias George Sutton, who was identified by 
Mr. McGinley as the man who dealt the 
cards.

ILLINOIS BRAVES INDULGE IN A 
FRIENDLY POWWOW. 
| . 

Morrison Their Unanimous Choice for Sec- 
retary of the Treasury—He and Palmer 
Will Fight No More—Gossip of Further 
Patronage—McGann and Durborew Ab- 
sent—Kansas Republicans Ready to Vote 
for a Democrat for United States Sena- 
tor—Mills Begisters a Denial.

Nearly a dozen friendly Injuns” of the 

various Illinois tribes buried the hatchet deep 

under the Capitol today. There was the great 
chief, Senator John M. Palmer; Chief Mor- 
rison, or Old-Man-Who-Knows-How-to-Use-a 

Club; Braves Newberry, Busey, Owen Scott, 

Fithian, Forman, Lane, Williams, Scott 

Wike, Springer, and Cable. The Chicago 

warriors, McGann and Durborow, did not go 


in for two reasons, They are not on speaking 


terms and each was afraid the other might be 


there. 


It was a pleasant family gathering. The 
surprise was when Col. Morrison arifted in, 
because people who did not know about the 


matter supposed that it was to be a meeting 


purely of the delegation, with Senator Palmer 
to represent the abseutees, Messrs. Hunter, 
Black, Goldzier, and McDonald. The funny 
thing about it was that while the purpose had 
been to come to an agreement about the 
patronage not a soul present brought up that 
subject. Nevertheless, progress was made 
towards unifying the delegation, so that when 
the time comes and Grover Cleveland gives 
the word that Illinois can have a Cabinet po- 
sition if it is a unit, Illinois, so far us its Con- 
gresamen go, will rise up as one man and say 
that Morrison is its choice. 

The actual proceedings consisted in a dis- 
cussion of the general good of the Democratic 
party. Suggestions were made as to the action 
of the Illinois members on the tariff and 
other matters. Col. Morrison was called in 
because of his value as a tariff expert. Scott 
Wike has a pet plan of an income tax, and he 
thought the tariff might be abolished right 
ai, A laying an income tax. 

Ho in thunder would you get New York 
State to support an income tax?“ inquired 
Morrison of the Pike County statesman. 

“We can get along without New York,”’ re- 

rted Wike. 

Not for the next four years,“ said Mor- 
rison. This endea the income tax discussion. 


Favor Radical Tariff Legislation, 


It was shown that the Illinois Democratic 
members are in favor of pretty radical tariff 
legislation. Springer, as Chairman of the 
Ways and Means committee, listened amiably 
to the questions put to Morrison, and then 
answered them himself. But he also got the 
assurance that his fellow Illinoisans are not 
going to indorse or support any scheme for 

eposing him from the Chairmanship of his 
committee. Thisis one of the reasons why 
it is possible to say thas progress was made 
towards unifying the delegation in the support 
of Morrison for the Cabinet. 

Another reason was the conciliatory attitude 
of Senator Palmer. He and Morrison treated 
each other with mutual respect. Before the 
conference broke up, Senator Palmer ex- 
plained that he had called it, thinking an in- 
terchange of views would be a good thing and 
would enable the members to understand 
each other better. He thought a good under- 
standing had been promoted, and as there was 
nothing more to do the conference adjourned. 

Now for the actual results. Newberry, 
Scott, Busey, and Cable were the only mem- 
bers who were not from the southern district. 
There are just three offices which go 
to the southern end of the State. 
These are the District Attorney, the Marshal, 
and an Internal Revenue Collector. Brinton 
of Tuscola is slated for the Marshalship. He 
comes from a Republican district, but that 
does not matter. Senator Palmer has picked 
out his law partner, Bill Shutt of Spring- 
field, for District Attorney. Morrison has not 
exactly indorsed Shutt, but he has said that 1f 
Senator Palmer wants Shutt that settles it, and 
the Representatives have no right to complain. 
Paimer is grateful for Morrison’s frankness 
in this matter. There is left, then, only the 
Internal Revenue Collector. Lane, Williams, 
Fithian, and Forman will try to fix it up 
among themselves later who shall have that 
prize. In the northern end it is much greater, 
but as the Representatives from Chicago and 
as Mr. Cleveland’s kitchen cabinet from that 
city were not in the conference Morrison’s 
‘Congressional friends make no ciaim to con- 
trolling the Chicago offices. 

Defeated Candidates to Be Remembered. 


Another point in which progress is made 
towards a friendly understanding was in re- 
gard to Federal offices which are not local. 
The first thing the living Congressmen do is 
to take care of their dead brethren. Owen 
Scott, Busey, and Scott Wike came away 
from the gathermg today feeling that they 
were in better shape to get something. As 
Ben Cable is going to devote all his energies 
toward capturing the Senate he was not wor- 
rying about a place for himself. Scott Wike 
may ask for Asa Matthews’ place as First 
Controller and know that his wishes will be 
res by his colleagues, and so on down 
the list. 

About Morrison and the Cabinet it may be 
further said that the Colonel’s friends think 
the hostility in Chicago between different 
factiqns willdisappear. The Colonel himself in- 
sists that he is not seeking or letting his friends 
seek any Cabinet 1 — for him. But his 
| followers say that if Illinois is to have a mem- 
ber he will certainly be the man. Ben Cable 
felt free a few weeks ago to urge upon Whit- 
ney and others of Cleveland’s advisors that it 
would be well for them to take Morrison into 
consideration. Morrison is supposed to have 
a good many friends in Chicago and the rest 
* the State seems to be drifting solidly to 

im. 

It need not be said that he already has Mis- 
souri. The Missourians have got into a fight 
between the supporters of Gov. Francis and 
the followers of Dick Dalton. Dalton wants 
to be Secretary of Agriculture and Francis

STATE PAUPERS USED AS VOTERS, 


Story Told in the Tombs Police Court by 
One Arrested for Drunkenness. 

New York, Dec. 14.—[ Special. ]}—Additional 
evidence of the manner in which the Demo- 
cratic vote was swelled in the last election by 
the voting of State paupers was accidentally 
discovered at the Tombs court today. Fur- 
ther evidence of the fact that this city is being 
used as the dumping ground for paupers not 
only from New England but from institutions 
in other cities of this State, was also Lrought 
out. Philip Million, a decrepit man of 72, ar- 
rested last night for not being able to take 
care of himself, was brought before Justice 
McMahon today and pleaded guilty of intoxi- 
cation. As he was not drunk, but only suffer- 
ing from weakness, his plea attracted the at- 
tention of the court. Just before the election 
he was an inmate of the Albany County poor- 
house. Election day he and several other in- 
mates of the institution were placed on the 
vars and sent to Troy to vote. After perform- 
ing the duty for the Democrats they were put 
on a steamboat and shipped to this city.

UNITED STATES TROOPS SENT. ALL 
ALONG THE BORDER. 


With Seminole and Trained Mexican Scouts 
They Are on the Trail of the Revolu- 
tionists Who Killed the Mexican Offi- 
cers and Men at San Ignacio—It Will 
Be a War of Extermination on the Mex- 
ican Side—The Garrison Was Betrayed 
—Reinforcements Sent. |

It is reported here on good authority that the 
name of Col. McGraw appears on the procla 
mation recently issued by the bandits. An- 
other of Garza’s men, named Fustaquia 
Ramon, wanted on both sides of the 
river for murder, is with the bandits. 
Consul Diaz claims that Librado Lozano, who 
was reported as wounded by a stray shot on 
this side of the river, was with the revolution- 
ists in the fight, and could not have been 
wounded while at his home, as his house is too 
far from the river for a shot to reach him. 

The Consul also says that the Mexican Gov- 
ernment had been looking for this outbreak 
for several weeks and has notified the United 
States Government that the Garzaites were 
gathering in bands in the Zapata country pre- 
paratory to makinga raid, but the United 
States Government paid no attention to the re- 
ports. It is reported here that the State Kangers 
have been ordered out by Gov. Hogg, to take 
the field atonce. The commander of Fort 
McIntosh is look ing for reliable guides and 
trailers to go with the troops m the lower 
country. Without them the treops can do 
nothing. Business-men in this section earnest- 
ly hope that the-troops and rangers, aided by 
the civil authorities, will quickly squelch this 
outbreak, as it does untold injury to this sec- 
tion. 

A report that Benavids, the commander 
of the revolutionists, gave notice at Carrizo 
Monday that he was going to sack Guerro, but 
Consul Diaz denies this and claims the 
bandits have left for the interior of Todas, 
away from the river. Mexican troops have 
begun to arrive in New Laredo from the in- 
terior of Mexico, and it is estimated that there 
are now about 1,000 Mexican troops along the 
Rio Grande border. If the revolutionists 
have any backing they can create more serious 
trouble than they did a year ago, as now there 
is plenty of grass and water for their horses 
and fat beef abounds on the ranges. 

Seguero’s Men Were Betrayed. 


The following is the account of the manner 
in which the recent battle took place between 
the Revolutionists and Mexican troops, as 
gleaned from the official report now in pos- 
session of Col. Ceron of the Mexican army. 
There lived at the ranch were Capt. Seguero’s 
men were stationed aman by the name of 
Maximo Ramierez. He won the confidence of 
the soldiers and officers of the company, but 
at heart he was a traitor to his government. 
It seems as though he was in constant and 
frequent communication with the scattered 
remnants of Garza’s agmy during all the time 
that comparative quiet has reigned 
on this border. These scattering remnants 
were got here together and are organized 
by Francisco Benavids, alias El Tuerto (the 
one eye), who is a deserter from the Mexican 
army and who chose as his lieutenant Euzbio 
Salinas, known as Manga De Agua.” It is 
said that this Salinas is the man who killed 

tufe Glover in Duval County last year during 
the Garza outbreak while acting as guide for 
United States troops. 

The attacking party divided into two divis- 
10ns, one under command of Benavids and 
the other under Martinez. They joined forces 
on the Mexican , side and in a body 
made the attack under the direction of 
Ramierez. Ramierez, it will be understood, 
was familiar with the surroundings of 
soldiers’ quarters and the hour at which they 
could best be surprised. This advice was 
followed closely and the bandits accomplished 
their purpose. After the battle Ramieres 
joined the bandits, and it is said he is now 
with them on this side of the Rio Grande. 

Left the Wounded at San Ignacio, 


When the bandits crossed to the American 
side they brought with them sixteen wounded 
soldiers, whom, it is ciaimed, they turned over 
as prisoners to the Texas authorities at San 
Ignacio and the bandits disappeared. Two 
of the prisoners, a Second Lieutenant and’ a 
Sergeant, have since died and one of them 
escaped. After the escape of the soldier the 
Mexican authorities claim that the ‘Texan 
guards over the soldiers held as prisoners 
told then that another attempt at escape 
meant death to those making the attempt. 

The Mexican Consul in this city, Llameda 
Diaz, said that the Mexican soldiers were still 
being held as prisoners by the civil authorities 
at San Ignacio, and thought it queer, as hé 
put it, that the United States "Government 
should act as jailers for prisoners made by 
those bandits. Mr. Diaz says the soldiers are 
anxious to be liberated so that they can réturn 
to their own country and receive the attention 
their wounded condition demands. It is un- 
derstood that these soldiers are held bya 
Justice of the Peace in San Ignacio, but under 
what charge is not known. A writ of habeas 
corpus to the District Judge at this point 
could be easily obtained and they could soon 
be liberated. They will, however, be liberated 
without such process as soon as the United 
States troops reach San Ignacio. 

Reinforcements Hurry to the Front. 


Guerrero, Mex., Dec. 14.—The government 
telegraph line, which passes through this 
place, has been repaired and for the first time 
a complete official report of the bloody battle 
near San Ygnacio was sent to military head- 
quarters yesterday. The invasion of the rev- 
olutionists has produced intense excitement 
throughout the Rio Grande border country, 
both on the United States and Mexican side of 
the river. The battle took place only about 
fifteen miles from this place, and an 
order for reinforcement was brought 
in by courier while the fight was 
still in progress. Maj. Julian Esquebel, the 
commander of the garrison, left immediately 
with a force of 150 soldiers, but when the~ 
reached the place they found that the revolu- 
tionists had crossed the river into the United 
States. The Mexican soldiers fought nobly. 
They were only forty-five in number, but they 
held their ground and continued to fight as 
long as there was any chance of defeating 
their opponents. Capt. Seegar, who was in 
command of the government troops, led 
charge after charge against the opposing 
forces, which numbered fully 200, but he 
was outnumbered and was killed by a pistul- 
shot from the leader of the revolvutionists, who 
is thought to be Prudencio Gonzales, who was 
formerly a prominent rancher in Starr 
County, Tex. Gen. Lorenzo Garcia, the 
commander of this military zone, with head- 
quarters at Wier, has issued orders to all 
troops stationed along the frontier to be on 
the lookout for bands of the revolutionists and 
show them no mercy. All revolutionists capt- 
ured on this side of the border will be dead

TRAINING SHIP FOR RUNAWAY BOYS. 


Supt. Daniels of the Waifs’ Mission Wants 
One Here During the Fair. 

Supt. Daniels of the Waifs’ Mission has ad- 
dressed a letter to Congressman William E. 
Mason suggesting that a United States train- 
ing ship be sent to Chicago to remain in the 
offling during the World’s Fair, in order that 
runaway boys may be committed, subject to 
the request of the Mayor. Mr. Daniels says: 

Hundreds and perhaps thousands of boys of ad- 
venturous disposition have already left their 
homes to make their way to Chicago where they 
imagine their fortunes will be quickly made 
through the activity in business consequent upon 
peapering for the Fair. Of those some have 

allen into the hands of the police as homeless 
strays and through our efforts have been returned 
to their homes. Others have drifted about until 
they have fallen into the company of 
bad boys and have been gradually drawn 
into crime. Others will eventually end 
in the reformatory or penitentiary. 
It may safely be concluded that thousands of 
boys will flock to this city to be lost or swallowed 
up in the maelstrom of vice unless something 
practical is done to save them from the result of 
their own mistaken zeal to join the throng. What, 
then, is to become of these boys? The mos. prac- 
tical plan for picking up and secluding them 
from evil influences is to put them at once aboard 
a vessel moored in the harbor, where, while they 
would not be under arrest or the restraint of a 

rison, they could be securely kept until their 
riends were reached by wire. 


DENIES THAT SHE ELOPED. 


Statements by Mrs. Clarence E. Brincker- 
hoff Concerning Certain Reports.

IMPRISONED IN A BURNING MINE, 


Heavy Loss of Life from an Explosion in 
Bamfurlong Colliery. 

Lowpon, Dec. 14.—A fearful explosion has 
occurred today at the Bamfurlong colliery, 
Wigan, and not less than fifty lives have been 
lost. The men went to their work as usual 
this morning and after the colliery had been 
inspected in the usual way. They had 
not been at work long when a 
terrible explosion shook the earth for 
a great distance, und a cloud of smoke shot 
up through the shaft. It was soon learned 
that a large number had perished. Volun- 
teers promptly offered to explore the pit. It 
is believed that the explosion was caused by 
accumulated coal gas which had escaped the 
notice of the official charged with the inspec- 
tion of the mine. 

A hundred men remain in the mine unable 
to get out owimg to the fire which followed the 
explosion, and which is raging fiercelyin the 
mine, making it difficult for rescuers to get at 
the imprisoned miners. Notwithstanding the 
fire and other obstacles, the work of rescue is 
proceeding, and volunteers are not deterred 
by danger or difficulty in their efforts to save 
their fellow-miners from a terrible death. 

Twenty miners have been rescued, The re- 
mainder are still imprisoned. The rescued 
men were in bad condition when brought to 
the top. The men who are still below are im-

Despite the efforts to extinguish the fire 
the flames spread to the engine-house at tho 
head of the air tunnel. This stopped the 
pumping of air inte the mine and added 
greatly to the peril of those who were in the 
pit. fire was not subdued until 5 o’clock 
this afternoon. Though the work is extremely 
dangerous the exploration af the workings is 
continued in the hope that some of the miners 
in the pit at the time of the explosion may 
have reached places of safety, where they are 
awaiting the approach of the rescuers, The 
rescue parties report horrible scenes in the 
mine. In the main roads the bodies lie in 
twos and threes, as the men fell. 

Large sections of roof and galleries have 
collapsed. Amid the ruins were found man- 
gled bodies and half burned limbs. The ruins 
have blocked many parts of the mine and 
therefore the men searching for bodies are 
unable to give any definiteidea of the number 
lost. Several miners,who were just alive when 
found, died on their way to the surface, or 
shortly after being taken from the car. One 
rescue party reached the surface half suffo- 
cated by the heat and smoke caused by fresh 
outbreaks of fire. ‘

Lonpon, Dec. 14.—The Conservative con- 
ference at Sheffield has adjourned. A resolu- 
tion was adopted in favor of measures to 
remedy the depression of the agricultural m- 
dustry in Great Britain, provided such meas- 
ures should involve no increase in general 
taxation. The conference exhibited great en- 
thusiasm, especially in denouncing Irish 
home rule. Before the adjournment 
the Rt. Hon. A. J. Balfour said that 
the Conservatives would support any firm and 
energetic Foreign Minister, no matter what 
his politics. The condition of international 
strain in Europe was at present so great that 
it would be folly to anticipate confidently an 
indefinite future of European peace. Unless 
the imperial forces should be kept at the high- 
est possible efficiency the time might come 
when a British Foreign Minister would be 
3 to forcibly support the national 

onor. Mr. Balfour was greeted with great 
applause.

Behanzin Declares He Will Continue the 
War with the French. 

Paris, Dec. 14.—King Behanzin writes that 
the negotiations which took place at Cana re- 
sulted in the conclusion of an agreement pro- 
viding for the cessation of the war in return 
for the cession of the Town of Kotonou to the 
French.

The 
woman was shown to be guilty of suffocating 111 
children, whose bodies were found buried in her 
cellar. She had been at such work for nearl 
twenty years. She was saved from the full penal- 
ty of her crime by the powerful influence of some 
of her former patrons.

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| RAILROAD PRESIDENTS BEFORE THE 


Messrs. Depew, Roberts, and Ingalls De- 
clare That Railroads Will Assist in En- 
forcing the Law if Allowed to Make 
“ Traffic Contracts It Creates a Gigan- 
tio Trust—Danger to Manufactures Ex- 
cept at Terminal Poin s—Competition 
Would Bring Bankruptcy. 

Wasurverton, D. C., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
Tho railroads put forward some of their big 
men today to convince the Senate Inter-State 
Commerce committee that they will co- 
operate in enforcing the law. They frankly 
stated that if their proposed amendment per- 
mitting pooling or “ traffic contracts * is 
adopted their codperation can be made the 
more effective. However, they all frankly 
recognized that in spite of court decisions 
which weaken the law, public sentiment will 
never consent to legislation which proposes to 
wipe it out. In other words, they recognize 
that the government supervision of the rail- 
roads is to continue. 

President Chauncey M. Depew of the New 
York Central, George B. Roberts of the Penn- 
sylvania, and M. E. Ingalls of the Chesapeake 
and Ohio declared their adhesion to this doc- 
trine and made the further assertion that the 
great majority of the railroads of the country 
were ready to live up to the requirements. 
Mr. Ingalls was especially emphatic in saying 
that the railroads wantea to strengthen the 
government. After these declarationa they 
explained in detail what they claim to be the 
merits of the proposed “ traffic contract ” 
amendment. Aldace F. Walker, on behalf of 
the Western Association, also advocated the 
proposition. 

It is not quite likely that the committee 
| will take action till the Inter- State Commission 
makes some recommendation based on the 
inquiries it sent out to discover how a sys- 
tem of limited pooling is regarded by those 
interested in the matter from all sides. 

Roberts Says the Law Is Not Beneficial, 

President Roberts said that in his judgment 
the Inter-State Commerce law had nat oper- 
ated for the benefit of the public in the mat- 
ter of preventing discrimination. He said that 
he wanted to impress on the committee the 
fact that the law as now drawn, 
precluding railway companies from making 
arrangements in reference to traffic agree- 
ments, induces radical violations of the law by 
the companies and the shippers as well. The 
companies were not violating the fifth section 
of the law (that 9 pooling), but in 
observing its provisions were violating 
some other sections. Mr. Roberts did not 
think the commission should be allowed to 
regulate rates, because it was not in the inter- 
est of the public that it should do so. Nor 
was the pooling system the best, but it was 
better for the public than the practice now 
existing, 

Mr. Roberts was of the opinion that it was 
of as much importance to the public at large 
that the railway companies should not be al- 
lowed to charge too low rates as it was that 
they should be permitted to charge rates that 
were too high. Popling might be authorized 
by Congress, subject to cancellation by the 
commission if found to be unjust. 


Depew Says It Promotes Trusts. 


Mr. Depew said the Inter-State Commerce 
law had been established to prevent dis- 
crimination, but its effect had been to 

romote trusts beyond anything that 

ad ever deen dreamed of. There 
were eight roads between New York 
and Chicago, but for ali the purposes of the 
public there was but one. If an ironclad rule 
of equal rates under equal conditions of time 
was established the New York Central and the 
Pennsylvania would do eight-tenths of the 
business. T 
bankruptcy with all the attendants of bank- 
ruptcy. In this way the law preventing pool- 
ing was creating trusts. If this law continued 
in force five years longer Mr. Depew thought 
there would not be an independeat business- 
man in any of the large cities of the United 
States. It was creating trusts, and this condi- 
tion of affairs was being brought about by 
the miserable operations of a law intended 
to prevent them, 

In response to the query of Mr. Cullom as 
to how the evil was to be cured, Mr. Depew 
said that under the proposed amendment the 
roads would be authorised to make contracts 
upon a business basis and could agree upon 
rates which would be always the same to the 
public. The law would enable the companies 
to enforce their agreements, and the public 
would be protected by puttmg the matter 
under the coutrol of the commission. 

In discussing the existing conditions Mr. 
Depew said that it would soon be impossibie 
for manufacturers to exist except at terminal 
points—a statement which caused Mr. Price 
to ask if he was to be understood as meaning 
that New York and other cities of like char- 
acter would be favored to the discrimination 
of such places as Lima, Newark, and other 

laces in Ohio which the Ohio Senator named. 

othis Mr. Depew replied that under the 
operation of the present law such places would 
cease to exist except as to the summer resi- 
dences of United States Senators, 


Competition Would Bankrupt the Roads. 


Mr. Ingalls, President of the Big Four and 
Chesapeake and Ohio roads, said that two 
situations confronted the railways of the coun- 
try. If they went into competition under the 
law the railroads would become bankrupt, or, 
in the end, be forced to make a combination 
which would put them all under one control 
and then the power to regulate them would 
slip from the grasp of the legislators. The 
general public now paid the full rate while 
the big dealers were the ones who gotthe ad- 
vantage of the rebate, Under the existing law 
Mr. Ingalls said the small dealers were be- 
ing driven out of business to the 
great detriment of the whole country. It was 
for the interest of the whole country that the 
railroads should prosper. A million men were 
employed in the business, and twice that num- 
ber were engaged in manufactures that fur- 
nished railway supplies. It was to the inter- 
est of the railroads to enforce the law, and if 
the law, as the companies were now seeking 
to have it amended, had been in force the 
principal competitor of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio would have been bankrupt, so many 
cases of violation had they made against it. 

In conclusion, Mr. Ingalls said that it had 
come to the point where the roads were com- 
— to get under the shadow of the law to 

eep business, If the amendment sought 
passed it would not result in an increase of 
rates, but in equal rates and in many cases in re- 
duced rates, any of the railways had done 
all they could to break down the Inter-State 
Commerce law, but they had become educat- 
ed and were not in favor of it. 

Mr. Walker of the trunk lines spoke briefly 
and said the object of the bill was to suppres» 
unhealthy competition, not healthy compe- 
tition, 

The committee will probably hold another 
meeting next Wednesday. 


Unlawful to Divide Freight. 


Another turn was taken at the Inter-State 
Commerce law today in a bill introduced in 
the Senate by Mr. McMillan of Michigan, in 
which it 1s sought to amend the law by mak- 
ing it uniawful for any common carrier, sub- 
ject to the provisions of the existing law, td 
enter into any contract, agreement, etc., with 
any other carrier for the division of the 
freight of the different competing roads, or to 
divide between them the aggregate or net pro- 
ceeds of the earnings except as provided in 
the bill. Each day of the continuance of 
such agreement is deemed a separate of- 
fense. Agreements such as are prohibited 
above may, however, be made, provided they 
are in writing, duly executed, shall not 
conflict with any other provision of the law. 
They may become operative only after having 
been filed with the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission and approved by them. After 
such approval each party is required to de- 
posit su t security to guarantee that the 
terms of the agreement will be carried out.

Presidert-elect Cleveland will be invited by 
the Exposition people to deliver the oration 
on the opening day of the World’s Fair next 
May. Besides being the orator on the occa- 
sion the Fresident will press the button and 
start the machinery going. 

+ Oliver Wendell Holmes will be invited to 
write an original ode for the occasion and 
perhaps read it. 

These two things were practically decided 
at a meeting of the joint Committee on Cere- 
monies yesterday. This joint committee em- 
braces representatives of both the National 
committee and Board of Directors. Among 
the Commissioners are Gorton W. Allen of 
New York, Thomas B. Kebgh of North Caro- 
lina, A. T. Ewing of Illinois and V. E. Gron- 
er of Virginia.

These committeemen had something of a 
task before them in outlining opening cere- 
monies, for the Executive committee has in- 
timated that it has no further funds to lavish 
on ceremonial displays. Still this in no way 
interfered with the idea that Grover Cleve- 
land should be the orator and Mr. Holmes the 
poet. Then the committee agreed that some 
preminent divine should be chosen for an 
2 prayer and another for the benedio- 

n. 


A musical program will be rendered, and 
the details of it were left to Theodore Thomas 
aud W. L. Tomlins of the Bureau of Music. 
This will entail no further cost, practically, in 
furnishing the music. 

Director-General Davis will be given a place 
of conspicuous honor, and he will be called 
upon to present the department chiefs to the 
audience, 

The ceremonies are to be held in the Choral 
Building, the contract for which was awarded 
yesterday, It will seat 7,000 people, and this 
number will compose the limited audience 
who will hear the oration and the poem. It 
was found impracticable to accommodate a 
larger number, inasmuch as no other building 
on the grounds will then be available. The 
big Manufactures Hall, in which the Gedica- 
tory ceremonies were beid last October, will 
be filled with exhibits next May.

PINKERTON SURPRISES BRUCE AND BOYCE 
— Se 


He Identifies Them as Noted Characters in 
the Criminal World—Their Fine Outfit, 
When W. A. Pinkerton took a look at the 

two crooks arrested at Milwaukee by detect- 

ives ot that town he surprised the captive in- 
dividuals by his thorough knowledge of their 
history. He also told the police a few things 
about their prisoners that astonished them. 

Mr. Pinkerton identified the small man, the 

one who tried to kill Detective McManus, as 

Frank Bruce, a noted Western and Southern 

thief, who has the reputation of being a des- 

perate man, and his companion as William 

Boyce, alias W. C. Brown, alias Frank Bush, 

alias Joe Schell, alias William Boyer, well 

known in Kansas City and St. Louis. 

Mr. Pinkerton’s operatives in this sity had 
been shadowing Bruce for sometime. They 
wanted him for a big jewelry robbery in the 
West. but were afraid to make the arrest uutil 
an important witness arrived. He was hiv 
on Cottage Grove avenue, near Thirty-sixt 
street, under the name of Frank Foust. The 
second day after he was located he was found 
to have a companion who lived at No. 269 
Lincoln street under the name of Wilson. The 
men were traced down-town, where they made 
frequent examinations of prominent business 
blocks and stores, They seemed suspicious 
and shy, ana Saturday a oon BO pe- 
culiarly that the shadows were obliged to 
abandon them. Mr, Pinkerton learned, how- 
ever, that they were expected home Sunday 
morning. The next of them was when 
they were placed under arrest in Milwaukee. 

Robert A. Pinkerton had a search warrant 
sworn out and the Cottage Grove avenue and 
Lintoln street houses were searched. In 
Bruce’s house was fourd a valuable gold 
watch, movement No, 1,793,161, stolen from 
the house of F. M. Thompson, No. 69 Warren 
avenue, Detroit, Mich., the evening of Feb. 4, 
1892, while the family were at supper. In 
Boyce’s house were found two complete sets of 
burglar tools, the finest Mr. Pinkerton ever 
saw in his life, used for bane and safe burg- 
laries. In addition to thie were found a large 
amount of dynamite, powder, and crucibles 
for melting gold and a bar of gold of consid- 
erable value. The whole outfit is the best ever 
seen in Chicago. Mr. Pinkerton is confident 
the men have been doing many of the safe 
burglaries in this city. The Milwaukee police 
agreed to turn the men over to him as soon as 
they get through with them. 

Bruce is a Southerner by birth, but for 
years has operated in the West. He is known 
to the police authorities of New Orleans, Fort 
Worth. Tex., Omaha, Kansas City, and Den- 
ver. Some years ago in company with a com- 
panion he committed a daring diamond rob- 
bery at Dallas, Tex., stealing a tray of dia- 
monds valted at $10,000 from a jeweler’s win- 
dow in that city; shortly after he was taken 
into custody, but man to escape.

raising additional revenue. There is nothing 
surprising about the matter, however, and if 
outsiders have just waked up to the fact that 
this proposed advance has been sending the 
Distillers’ Trust stock skyward they are uway 
behind the times. 

When the stock was around 60 it was known 
that the possible increase in the tax was send- 
ing its price upward, and thatthe distillers 
everywhere were running to their fullest 
capacity in order that a big product might be 
turned out. Yesterday Owen Scott of Illinois 


introduced a bill to increase the tax from 90 


cents to 81.28 à gallon. This would increase 
the revenue by about $30,000,000 a year if the 
consumption of distilled spirits kept up to the 
present rate. According to the best informa- 
tion the distillers have on hand more than 
130,000,000 gallons in excess of current con- 
sumption. It is stated that before any new 
tax can be laid this surplus product can be in- 
creased to 200,000,000, It is easy to calculate 
the profit this increase would make for the 
distiller. It would give them in the neighbor- 
hood of $70,000,000, 

But while calculations are easy as to the 
profit it is not quite so easy to calculate to a 
certainty what this Congress or the next Con- 

ress will do. Secretary Foster has within a 

w hours told the Appropriations com mittee 
that by the end of present pe 
there will probably be a surplus of $20,000,000 
in the Treasury. If this estimate is correct 
there won’t be any need of laying an increased 
tax on whisky at the present session of Con- 

And if it is not done now there will 
less probability at the next session, be- 
cause the Democrats by theirtariff policy 
may increase the revenue so greatly by in- 
creasing importations that the whisky tax will 
be let alone. If they do this, or if the present 
Congress adjourns without having increased 
the tax, the 200,000,000 gallons which have 
been accumulating will probably be too much 
for the distillers to carry. 

It may be said that the probability of an 
increased taxon whisky is leas now than it 
was three or four weeks ago. That article re- 
mains the favorite object of increased taxa- 
tion with the majority of Confressmmen. But 
the need of increased revenues is not so great. 
Three or four weeks ago a statement was pub- 
lished in Tuz Trisunz that the Democratic 
leaders in New York had practically decided 
that if there had to be an increase they would 
put it on whisky. It may be the trust man- 
agers counted a little too much on their sup- 
* knowledge. Ex- Secretary William C. 

hitney and his brother-in-law, Col. Oliver H.

WHISKY ADVANCED BY THE TRUST. 


Five Cents a Gallon Added to the Price of 
Spirits—A Salesman’s View. 

Yesterday the whisky trust, acting on the 
plan already outlined in Tus Trisunz, sent 
the price of spirits up five cents a gallon, and 
with it went a sympathetic advance of from 
two and a half to seven and a half cents a 
galion on the better grades of whiskies. The 
830 jobbers in Chicago and the trade gener- 
ally throughout the West have settled down to 
the conviction that the advance is unhealthy 
and unnatural and is merely a part of the 
plan of the trust to arouse a feverish and s 
ulative excitement in the whisky trade, which 
has been stagnant for more than a year. 

“The fact is, said a vor salesman 
who represents one of the largest houses 
in the trust, that there is more 
whisky on hand than the trust or anybody 
else knows what todo with. The official fig- 
ures show that the production of whiskies by 
the Kentucky distilleries alone has been 
greater during the last three years than dur- 
ing any similar period in the history of the 
trade.

Jobbors and 
even retailers have large stocks in bond, and 
there is absolutely no healthy demand which 
will justify an advance of any kind. The 
present excitement is due to a frantic attempt 
on the part of the trust to involve the jobbers 
and the general public in wild and disastrous 
speculation. It is well known in inside cir- 

es that the Distillery and Cattle Feedin 
company is having the hardest kind of wor 
to keep its certificates up to the present price 
of 72 cents.“ 


ORDERS OF THE COUNCIL DISREGARDED. 


Corporation Counsels Take No Steps to 
Press Suits Against Railroads. 

At the meeting of the Council Oct. 3. the 
following order introduced by Ald. Swift was 
passed unanimously: 

Ordered, That the Corporation Counsel be and 
he is hereby requested to press to a speedy deter- 
mination the cases now ding ip the courts 
relating to the liability 1 for dam- 
ages arising out of the eonstruction of viaducts 
over their tracks. 

Not asolitary thing has been done under 
the order thus far. The cases were prepared 
by Corporation Counsel Green six years ago. 
Nothing was done with them during the Cre- 
gier administration, nothing has been done 
in the cases during the Washburne adminis- 
tration. They have not been even tried in the 
lower courts. ‘The railroad companies do not 
want them tried, and the city administration 
does not desire to offend the railroad compa- 
nies in any way. Nothing has yet been done 
towards dissolving the injunction under which 
the Pittasdurg and Fort Wayne company laid 
its tracks in the Thirtieth Ward. orders 
of the Council in this respect have been to 
tally disregarded.

Evangelist Mills Ureed Everyone to Come 


and They Did—Stores,-Banks, and Even 
Saloons Closed While the Proprietors, 
Clerks, and Salesmen Joined in the 
Meeting at Exposition Hall—Neighbor- 
hood Meetings Held at 200 Houses in 
the Morning—Other Northwest News. 
Omana, Neb., Dec, 14.—[Special.]}—Omaha 
today saw something that it has never seen 


before—a mid-week Sabbath, a day given up } 


to God and his worship. The occasion was a 
mass- meeting conducted by Evangelist B. Fay 
Mills. It was the result of an appeal made 
Sunday in all local churches to see how many 
business houses would be closed. At 9:30 this 
morning it was like Sunday. 

It is in the midst of the holiday trade, but 
merchants closed their doors and turned the 
keys in the locks, marshaled their clerks, and 
went with them to Exposition Hall to listen 
to the words of the evangelist. Lawyers 
left their offices and bankers their 
desks. The doctor left his patients in 
the care of Providence for a few moments, 
ana even saloonkeepers caught the infection, 
and many of them closed their doors tighter 
than they do Sunday even when the law says 
they must, and they took their way to church 
this morning. Every dry goods store and 
every department storé was closed until noon. 
The banks, the drug stores, and every other 
kind of store pulled down their curtains and 
did no business, and the railrvad offices shut 
up. 

Last evening three ministers started out to 
make atour of the saloons. They went with 
no hope of success, They went expecting in- 
sults and sneers. They expected nothing of 
good and much of evil. Their request was 
listened to with respect, and many of the pro- 
prietors promised not only to close their doors 
but also said that.they would attend the meet- 
ing, and that is why Omaha sees today a sa- 
loon whose closed doors bear a card saying:

John V. Moffitt Deposes That the City 
Fathers Sold Their Votes,

osition of John V. Moffitt was filed in the 
United States Court today. It implicates 
seyen prominent citizens who have served in 
the Common Council. The city refused to 
accept the jasperite pavement on Minnesota 
avenue, which was laid by Robert F. Wilson, 
contractor, at a cost of nearly $100,000. The re- 
sult was a suit by Wilson to recover the money. 
Moffitt is Territorial Agent of the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific railroad company, 
and in his deposition states in substance that 
he was engaged by Contractor Wilson to heip 
him secure the contract. Moffitt says he 
asked Councilman Ben Downing, a promi- 
nent Grand Army man, what it would cost to 
3 the support of seven Councilmen. 

owning replied tnat seven Councilmen 
had been offered $600 each, but would 
vote for Wilson’s proposition for $700 each. 
The deal was made, and Moffitt says the 
money was placed in envelopes for the Coun- 
cilmen and left at Attorney Hallowell’s of- 
tice. He states that he was present when 
Councilman Downing took bis envelope, and 
saw Councilman Fritz Schnitzler count out 
his roll of bills, The deponent goes into de- 
tails. Itis thought the contract will be in- 
validated, but there is littie talk of prosecut- 
ing the boodle Councilmen. 

28 F. Wilson, the contractor regarding 
whom the charge is made, is a member of the con- 
tracting firm of Wilson & Thatcher, with offices 
in the Chicago Opera-House Block. He denied 
the truth of the story told by Moffitt on the wit- 
ness-stand in court in Wichita, and said: ‘I 
have never received a cent from ahy company to 
be 1 — in purchasing the members of the 
City Council in Wichita, and so far as I know 
there has never been a cent paid by any 
one. James H. Drake of t Paul is 
patentee of the Jasperite pavément and 
what he might have done 1 cannot say. 
I doubt his ever paying anything, however, partly 
for the reason that Ido not believe he had any 

oney. The contract for paving 28,000 yards on 

ugias avenue was given me in March, 1590, at a 
rate of $2.50 ayard, and the property-owners re- 
fusing to pay for the work, I brought suit to re- 
cover the money. The testimony given by Moffitt 
was in these suits. The only connection I ever 
had with Moffitt was the employment of Col. 
James Hollerwell as my attorney on his sugges- 
tion.

TO SAVE LIVES AT GRADE CROSSINGS. 


A Device Which the Inventor Claims Will 
Lessen Accidents, 

CNC AGO, Dec. 3.—[Editor of The Tribune. }—I 
inclose herewith a rough draft of a device that in 
my opinion will lessen the accidents at railroad 
crossings in this city and save lives which would 
otherwise be lost. The trouble with our present 
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GRADE CROSSING SAFETY DEVICES. 


gate system lies in the fact that the gateman cannot 
instantly shut out traffic from the crossing with- 
out shutting in those vehicles which already oc- 
cupy the crossing. 1 

The plan which I submit gives the gateman ab- 
solute control to ten seconds of time of the traffic 
at railroad crossings and leaves an open way for 
these teams which occupy the crossing at the 
time the gates close to escape the om. The 
street at the railroad crossing is divided longi- 
tudinally in the middie by any barrier that will 
prevent teamsters from driving from one side of 
the street to the other within the crossing. 

In the draft herewith I employ a triangular 
piece of timber which need not have a base of 
over 10 iuches and a height of the same. The 
gate at each end extends from opposite sides of 
the street to the middle thereof. On a north and 
south st ap de east side would be for teams go- 
ing north and the west side for teams going south. 
In this case the east one panes would have the 
gate at the south end and the west side passage 
at the north end. The only question that arises 
is, Can teamsters be kept to the proper side of 
the street?

The Rev. J. H. Knowles of New York, Gen- 
eral Secretary of the Union, presented a pa- 
per dealing with ite work in the East. He 
claimed that his organization favored the 
granting by Congress of all the aid needed for 
the World’s Fair, but that itaiso insisted that 
the terms upon which that aid had been se- 
cured should be carried out to the letter.

IT ALL DEPENDS ON SCHOOL BOARDS. 


* Gov.-Elect Altgeld Should Not Trouble 
Himself About the Book Trust.” 

“ There is ng reason,” said a well-known 
member of the Chicago School Board yester- 
day, “ why Judge Altgeld should trouble him- 
self about the school book trust. If School 
Boards throughout the State will exert them- 
selves they can keep the price of books down 
to a moderate figure. In Chicago this is done 
through an arrangement which has become a 
rule of the board, as follows: 

The Committee on School Management shall 
annually in the month of April invite proposals 
from dealers in stationery and other articles used 
in school work and from publishers for the intro- 
duction of text-books in the public schools, pro- 
vided a change in or an addition to the list of 
adopted text-books appears necessary. or for sup- 
ply to pupils or their parents or guardians any 
such articles during the ensuing school year. In 
such proposals the dealers sh state definitely 
the articles pro to be furnished, the quality, 
and the prices at ich the books or articles 
shali be sold. With their 2 publishers 
and dealers shall furnish the business manager 
sample copies of all text-books proposed for adop- 
tion, and of all articles or materials proposed to 
be supplied. Contracts secured by bonds may be 
required from publishers and dealers whose pro- 


posals sball have been adopted by the board. The 
contracts for the furnishing of text-books shall 
contain provisions that during the time the books 
shall be used in the schools, the copies sold to the 
pupils shall equal the sample copies in quality. 
composition, and presswork, dur such 
time the literary matter of the books shall not be 
changed without the express consent of the board. 
that likewise during such time the books shall be 
sold and 5 to pupils or their parents or 
guardians at convenient distances from the sev- 
eral school buildings in which such books shall 
be used, and for the prices mentioned in the pro- 
posals and in the contracts. so far as 
practicable the price shall be stampeti upon such 
articles or materials. 

Under this rule so keen is the competition 
among the school book publishers that the 
books are furnished at a moderate price—at a 
price much less than they could be manufact- 
ured fur by the State. Ali school boards 

the State have powers as aimple in 
respect to text-books as those of the Chicago 
board. In short it depends on school 
boards whether the pupils of public schools 
get books at a moderate price. The boards 
ought not to get greater power until they have 
proved that they. have wisely exercised the 
power they have now.

His plans were carried to 
consummation by his son, George L. Laflin.

funds. 
Description of the Building. 

The new building has been carefully consid- 
ered with reference toa future enlargement 
which may be pldced at the rear if so desired. 
The plans made by Patton & Fisher show a 
dignified appropriate exterior, three 
stories in height, with Spanish tile roof. 
first story is of brown stone, with pressed 
brick and terra cotta alcove, massive and rich 
cornice crowning the whole. An elaborate 
entrance arch leads to the main stair hall, 
thirty-five feet wide and fifty-five feet long, 
with marble wainscoting and floor, and orna- 
mental stairs on each side leading to the sec- 
ond story. is hall is spacious and well 
lighted, and with the objects that may be 
placed on view there will be formed a digni- 
fied vestibule to the rest of the building. To 
the right on the first floor is an auditorium 45 
x58 feet in size, and to the Jeft are the well- 
arranged offices of the Park Commissioners, 
and also the offices and laboratory of the acad- 
einy. 

i the second story is a single large room 
127x57 feet. This is the museum, and a gal- 
lery twelve feet in width surrounds it on all 
sides. The museum is lighted on all sides and 
from a skylight, and is designed to show such 
specimens as may be placed in itto the best 
advantage, the lofty center nave with en- 
circling gallery being the best form for a mu- 
seum of natural history.

Commissioner Fulton’s idea does not differ 
widely from that of Mr. Mason’s. He favors 
a fire-proof buildi of modern ‘style of 
architeeture, but thinks the collection should 
be especially American, and should embrace 
relies of a nature calculated to illustrate 
habits and history of the early inhabitants df 
this continent, including Aztec antiquities. 
He thinks much could be done in this direc- 
tion, and he would favor the setting apar: of a 
portion of the space for a collection that 
would illustrate the customs of the cliff dwell- 
ers, the early inhabitants of Central America 
— Yucatan, and even South American coun- 
ries. 

Specimens from Everywhere. 

Mr. Fulton favors the collection of speci- 
mens from all parte of the world, but would 

ive special prominence to the American In- 

ian. From astatement made at the meeting 
of the board it may be inferred that he is of 
the opinion that nett year will afford an ex- 
cellent opportunity to get hold of some relics 
of Columbus and his time. 

There is no doubt that the Columbian Expo 
sition will be the meansof bringing many 
wonderful and curious articles to Chicago, and 
it is not improbable that if the proper effort 
is made some of these rare specimens may be 
detained here and placed in the museum. 

Commissioner Blount has a different idea. 
He is not opposed to the museum feature, but 
he makes a suggestion that would no doubt 
prove to be popular, He would establish a 
sort of casino, where the people of the West 
Side could go on warm summer nights and 
listen to choice music. Palms and plants of 
various kinds should be scattered about to 
make the place inviting, and a veranda or 
promenade should surround the building. He 
would have the casino on the first floor, and 
in the basement he would havea washroom 
and all the necessary conveniences to accom- 
modate those who go to the park to play lawn 
tennis, baseball, and other outdoor games. 

The second, third, and fourth floors, accord- 
ing to Mr. Blount’s idea, should be set apart 
for an art gallery and a museum devoted to 
curiosities of various kinds. 

It is probable that vy the time the board 
meets to discuss the question again the Com- 
missioners will have received many valuable 
suggestions, and it is not improbable that ad- 
ditional collections will be tendered from 
public-spirited persons. 

Mr. Blount favors the offering of a prize of 
$1,000 for the best design of a building, but 
some of the members of the board are op 
posed to this. When the original draft was 
made for Garfield Park the plans provided 
tor a zodlogical garden south of Madison 
street.

“ORGANIZED LABOR” AND THE WORLD'S 
FAIR, 

The Chicago Typographical Union protests 
against the giving of the job of printing the 
World's Fair catalogue to W. B. Conkey. 
One objection is that the concession was 
granted in an improper manner—a manner 
to arouse a suspicion of jobbery and favor- 
itism’’; that bids were not asked for and 
competition not solicited. The other is that 
Conkey’s printing office is a non-union one, 
the inference bemg that the World's Fair 
directors ought not to have dealings with such 
an establishinent. 

No contract has been signed as yet. The 
action of the Ways and Means committee in 
accepting Mr. Conkey’s proposal has not 
been ratified by the Executive committee. 
Whether it should be is a question which it is 
competent to determine. If on examination 
that committee finds that the law does not 
require advertising for bids for concessions, 
that the bargain would be a good one for the 
Exposition, and that better terms could not 
be secured by competition verg probably the 
action of the Ways and Means committee will 
be confirmed. If there have been informali- 
ties, if the interests of the Exposition have 
not been safeguarded the Executive commit- 
tee will disapprove instead of approving. 
These are questions of fact which the commit- 

is competent to settle. The public will 
inclined to accept its verdict unless a 
strong case can be made out against it. 

The second objection, however, must be 
answered by an appeal to principles rather 
than facts. Has a non-union workman or 
employer the same rights as a union workman 
or employer? Do the former have the same 
status as the latter or an inferior one? The 
Typographical Union and organized labor 
generally say that the non-union man must 
not stand on the same footing with 
union men when competing for work, 
and that, therefore, other things being 
Fair managers 


man as long as a union man stands ready to 
take it. Forthe directors to act otherwise is 
in their opinion equivalent to declaring that 
union labor has no rights. The Constitu- 
tion and the laws, however, recognize no dis- 
tinctions between workmgmen who are 
„organised and those who are not, They 
do not say that a man gains rights by joining 
a union or loses any by not doing so. If the 
distinction which organized labor seeks to 
create actually existed this would cease to bea 
free country for those who did not choose to 
become members of aunion. To assert the 
contrary would be to maintain that non-union 
men have no right to work ih this country if 
they can get employment; or at least that no 
public corporation has the right to employ 
them. 

Workingmen have a right to organize for 
their own protection. They have a right to 
make regulations which are binding upon 
themselves. They have no legal or moral 
right to make laws which are binding upon 
non-union men nor to deprive the latter of 
their equal right to employment. The union 
man may pick his associates if he pleases, so 
may the representative of ‘‘unorganized la- 
bor. Either may refuse to work in the same 
shop with the other. But neither has a rigut 
to say that the other shall not work if he can 
find any ope who wants tohire him. Nomen, 
organized or unorganized, can thrust them- 
selves in between would- be em ployé and would- 
be employer.

stitchers, etc., of work to throw a comparatively 
small number of non-union printers out of a 


| job, Is not this rather small business? Is not 


it cutting off one's nose to spite one’s face? 
Why should several departments of “ organ- 
ized labor be hit hard to avenge a fanciful 
emotional injury to one? Why are those who 
are fighting Mr. Conkey more narrow-minded 
than he is? He does not refuse work to union 
printers or any other class of workers. He 
does not give the preference to non-union over 
union men. Why should they say that the 
Worid's Fair Directors must not imitate his 
example, but proscribe non-union men, and 
that they must take work away from union 
pressmen and binders to please union print 
ers? As about all the large job printing offices 
of Chicago are non-union to some extent the

REPRESENTATIVE MORSE, THE CHOLERA, 
AND SUNDAY CLOSING. 

Mr. Elijah A. Morse, member of 
from the Second Massachusetts District, has 
written an extraordinary letter to Bishop 
Potter of New York, asking him whether he 
signed the appeal of the President of the 
World’s Fair for the opening of the Fair 
Sunday, and why he did so. Jt may be taken 
for granted that Bishop Potter, who did sign 
the appeal, in good time will assign his rea- 
sons and at the same time will give the stove 
polish gentleman, a roasting for the calumnies 
he utters in the course of the letter. The 
Massachusetts Representative says: 

Mr. Higinbotham's letter does not say that the 
petitions asking for the repeal were circulated 
largely by the liquor dealers of Chicago, antici- 
pating a harvest from the thousand of additional 
patrons who would be brought to the city from 
the surrounding towns and cities on the Lord’s 
day. 

This is an inexcusable nd gross falsehood 
and an insult to Bishop Potter and the other 
gentlemen connected with the petition. The 
names upon that petition represent the mer- 
chants of the prominent cities of the country. 
Their sentiments were obtained by a commit- 
tee of the directors and others constituted as 
a committee for that purpose. Liquor dealers 
had nothing todo with circulating the peti- 
tion, nor does one liquor dealer’s name ap- 
pear upon it. On the other hand the liquor 
dealers are unanimously in favor of closing 
the Fair Sundays and have so expressed them- 
selves in their national organ, the Wine and 
Spirit Gazette. They fear anopen Fair on 
that day will spoil their business, as it would. 
The stove polish man closes his letter with a 
warning that if the Fair be opened Sunday 
the Lord will take revenge by sending the 
cholera to Chicago. It generally has been 
supposed that the race of puritanical cranks 
was extinct, but itonly needs such an occasion 
as this to bring them tothe surface. Stove 
Polish Morse’s pretended knowledge of the 
designs of Providence is as irreverant and 
blasphemous as his other statements are false 
and malicious. In this connection the New 
York Sun, to which he sent huis letter, perti- 
nently remarks: 

We should really like toknowif in the Hon. 
Elijah A. Morse’s conception of the Lord’s prob- 
able vengeance for what Mr. Morse believes to be 
a desecration of the Sabbath, the divine wrath 
would select as victims of the Asiatic cholera only 
those who favored the Sunday opening of the 
Chicago Exposition, or whether it would launch 
the pestilence indiscriminately, without regard 
to the victims’ sentiments on this question. How 
much more modern, and advanced, and reason- 
able were the views of Jonathan Edwards! Ex- 
actly 100 years before the Hon. Elijah A. Morse 
was born that great and orthodox theologian 
wrote: God has so many different, unsearch- 
able ways of taking wicked men out of the world 
and sending them to heil that there is nothing to 
make it appear that God has need to be at the ex- 
pense of a miracle, orto go out of the ordinary 
course of his providence, to destroy any wicked 
man at any moment.“

At the mass-meeting of the American Sab- 
bath Union on the West Side Tuesday night

THE HYGEIA COMPANY'S GRAB-ALL on- 
”  DIANCE ; 


The ordinance passed last year for the 
benefit of the Hygeia company gave ita 
strictly defined right-of-way through the city 
to the World's Fair grounds for the purpose 
of laying a twelve-inch pipe through which its 
water will flow by gravity ftom Waukesha. It 


was stipulated expressly in that ordinance 
that— 


Sec. 5. The privileges herein granted are upon 
the express condition that under no circumstances 
shall any other material than the water from 
these springs be conveyed through this line of 
pipe and no permission shall ever be granted to 
tap the said pipe at any point to make connection 
with any residence or other building within the 
present or future limits of the City of Chicago ex- 
cept such buildings as may be erected by said 
company for distributing or bottling depots. 

Having shoved its head into the tent the 
camel proposes now to force its whole body 
in and to set up in business as a direct com- 
petitor of the city, which is asked to give it 
the use of its own streets for that purpose. 
The ordinance which the innocent and ignor- 
ant Ald. Powers introduced Monday night re- 
peals the above restriction and lets the Hygeia 
company go into business on a grand scale as 
a general purveyor of water. It says in the 
first section: 

Sec. 1. There is hereby granted to the Wauke- 
sha Hygeia Mineral Springs company, its success- 
ors and assigns, permission and authority to con- 
struct, lay down, maintain, repair, and operate 
along. upon, and under any and all the avenues, 
streets, alleys, and public places in said city, a 
single metal pipe, not to exceed twelve inches in 
diameter, together with all necessary feeders and 
service pipes in connection therewith, for the con- 
veyance and distribution of mineral or spring 
water for use by the public. 

This grant is a perpetual one. It is non- 
forfeitable. It is an irrevocable and illimit- 
able permit to compete with the city in fur- 
nishing water. 
any corporation is wrong. 

The company is to pay nothing for its priv- 
ileges. The Auditorium company has to pay 
a thousand dollars a year for the right to bur- 
row across one street. The Hygeia company 
is not asked to pay a cent for the privilege of 
using all the streets and alleys. It is not 
called on to pay a percentage of its gross or 
net receipts, It is not asked to make good to 


the city the damage it will do the latter by in- 


terfering with its monopoly of water supply. 
The company wants everything and will give 
nothing in return. It does not even · propose 
to give the city a block of its handsomely- 
printed stock. 

The grant, it will be seen, is made to this 
company, “its successors and assigns.“ 
Who will the latter be? When the “ high- 
toned, prominent, and reputable citizens 
who are seeking a franchise now sell out, to 
whom will they sell? The “ public-spirited 
citizens who got the Economic franchise 
pro bono publico were swift to sell out to less 
“* public-spirited ”’ and less self-sacrifleing 
citizens. The compressed air ordinance is 
now said to be for sale to the highest bidder. 
What use will the successors and assigns ”’ 
make of the generous privileges to be given? 
What mineral water will they furnish and 
what spring will they tap? Will they 
stick to hygeiaor will they go elsewhere? i 

It will be seen that the corporators are not 
to be restricted to the supplying of the pure 
product of the Hygeia spring, but that they 
can furnish any mineral or spring 
water. They are not restricted to the fount- 
ains of Waukesha, but can send the waters of 
a thousand springs to Chicago. The only 
limit will be the capacity of their mains; and 
there is no assurance that they would not have 
the size of the mains increased by some sub- 
sequent accommodating Council, nor do we 
understand that they are prohibited under 
this ordinance from putting morethan one 
twelve-inch main in the same trench. 

The words spring water are very elastic. 
They cover not merely the slender flow of some 
single spring, but the aggregated flow of 
many. The waters ofthe myriad little lakes 
in Wisconsin and Nor Illinois, which are 
fed by springs, are spring waters. It has been 
proposed on some occasions that the city, in- 
stead of taking its supply from Lake Mich- 
igan, should go to the pellucid lakes north of 
here and draw its supply thence. Sucha 
plan has been seriously discussed in the past. 
There are no engineering obstacles. Were 
this erdinance to pass nothing could prevent 
those who owned the franchise from laying 
pipes with a capacity of fifty or a hundred 
million gallons a day and selling water at 
rates not materially higher than those asked 
by the city. Then the income of the latter 
would begin to suffer. 

This is the kind of an ordinance the Coun- 
cil is asked to pass, one granting franchises 
more valuable than have ever been granted 
or asked before. These rights are to be bar- 
tered away forever, and not a cent is to be re- 
ceived for them by the public. Who are the 
Aldermen who will damn themselves by vot- 
ing for this measure or the city officers who 
will earn a shameful notoriety by advocat- 
ing it? 

NO MORE DIGGING UP THE STREETS. 

At the last meeting of the Council Ald. 
Kent offered a resolution instructing the 
Corporation Counsel to examine and re- 
port into the truth of the charges that the 
Sectional Underground Conduit company 
had asked exorbitant rents of electrical 
companies, and had failed to submit the mat- 
ter to arbitration for settlement. The com- 
panies aggrieved, if any, were also requested 
to communicate with the Corporation Counsel 
or the Council. If no companies are heard 
from, then it is clearly the duty. of the Alder- 
men to kill the pending conduit ordinance. 
If no reputable corporation will come forward 
and claim that it has been aggrieved, then the 
Council should not grant a franchise to an 
anonymous concern of unknown parentage. 
To grant it would be evidence of corruption. 

If respectable companies do come forward 
and if it appears upon examination by the 
Corporation Counsel or the Council itself that 
they have been denied rights which taey are 
entitled to under the Sectional Underground 
ordinance, then they have a legal remedy, and 
if there is anything the Council can do to as- 
sist them in obtaining those rights it should 
not hesitate to doit. If there has been any 
gross violation of the conditions on which 
franchises were given the underground com 
pany the Council can direct its law officers to 
ask the courts to declare those franchises for- 
feited. 7 

If it appears that the complaining com- 
panies have not attempted to avail them- 
selves of their right to have the rent of con- 
duit space fixed by arbitration as provided ig 
the ordinance, then they should be notified 
that it is altogether too soon te appeal to the 
Council because they have not attempted to 
enforce their rights. 7 

Whatever the facts may turn out to be, there 
will be no excuse for the Aldermen passing 
another blanket ordinance giving to another 
corporation the right to make excavations in 
every street in the city, and to add to the be- 
wildering multiplicity of pipes and conduits 
which are now un the pavements of 
the down-town streets, It is unnecessary. 
The duty of the Aldermen is to

This clearly implies that the 
custodianship is vested in the Sheriff. That 
officer acts now as custodian without extra 
‘compensation. He performs his duties well 
and faithfully. The Court-House and the 
court-rooms never were kept in better or 
neater order. The transfer of the custodian- 

ship to some ward politician would mean a 
return to the slovenly methods of the Van 
Pelt-Phillips time and an unwarrantable ad- 

dition to the expenses of the county. The 
Sheriff should resist the attempt of the Demo- 
cratic majority to také the custody of the 
Court-House from him. It is manifestly con- 
trary to law.

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SANITARY REPORT WITHHELD FROM 
THE DRAINAGE BOARD. 


One Member Says Dr. Martin Found the 
Condition of the Labor Camps So Seri- 
ous That the Trustees Are Afraid to 
Make the Matter Public—Fighting for 
County Building Spoils—Inmates of the 
Dunning Institution at the Mercy of 
Fire—Municipal Matters.

“The only explanation for this, said a 


‘member of the board yesterday who was in 


favor of giving the report to the public, “ is 
that the state of affairs revealed by Dr. Mar- 
tin’s report is so serious and so much worse 
than was anticipated that some of the mem- 
bers of the board are afraid to reveal it to 
the public.“ 

Dr. Gilmore, Chairman of the Committee 
on Health and Public Order, said yesterday: 

The reason the report is not presented is 
that the committee has not had time to con- 
sider it. When we have done this we shall 


communicate to the contractors the changes 


we want made in their sanitary arrangements, 
and if they refuse to make them we will then 
take more vigorous measures to compel them 
to comply with our recommendations.” 

It is understood that Dr. Martin found the 
condition of thingsin the camp exceedingly 
bad from a point of health and sanitation, 
and that the changes recommended by him 
are sweeping and urgent in their application. 

President Wenter announced his list of com- 
mittees for the coming year. A report from 
the Committee on Rules had been previously 
adopted increasing the members of the Com- 
mittee on Engineering from three to five. 

Trustees Cooley, Eckhart, and Gilmore are 
retained at the head of their respective Com- 
mittees on Engineering, Finance, and Health, 
and Public Order, "a latter being made a 
standing committee. Mr. Boldenweck is 
made Chairman of the Committee on Federal 
Relations, Mr. Russell of the Committee on 
Rules, and Mr. Kelly of the Judiciary commit- 
tee. The Engineering committee is strength- 
ened by the addition of Messrs. Kelly ana 
Russell. Mr. Prendergast is without place on 
any committee, which seeming omission was 
explained by President Wenter, who said his 
appointments had only been made after con- 
sultation with every member of the board, and 
that the wishes of each member had been 
complied with as far as possible.

State’s-Attorney Kern Has Plans to r 
the Crowded Docket. 


State’s-Attorney Kern is On revolu- 
tionizing the presentsystem in vogue in his 
office. He will attempt to arrange matters so 
that a prisoner will have a trial at least not 
later than the second term of court after he 
has been indicted.

In order that the correspondeut’s plan may have 
a fair chance to show ite merits the ward system 
of local municipal government will have to be 
obliterated utterly. There must not be a trace of 
it left. If that is not doge the conventions which 
nominate yeatly thirty-feut Aldermen will allot 
one to each ward and Will not be an improve- 
ment on the men nominated now. This 
is about the way in which the city 
County Commissioners are chosen. Each 
division or town is allotted a certain number 
by the conventions. If, by virtue of the workings 
of the proposed proportional system, two men 
were elected from one ward and none 
from another, there would be dissatisfac- 
tion and .compifint; and while there 
might be two, or three more good men in the 
Council than under the present system—which 
would undoubtedly be for the better—there would 
not be a majority of them, Most of the nominees 
would be an inferior class a8 long as the nomina- 
tions were made practically by wards, and they 
would be made thus as long &s there were such 
territorial divisions.

The railroads are liable to the extent prescribed 
by law or decisions; and as common carriers they 
have certain rights and privileges of exemption, 
but those rights do not entitle — to endanger 
life or limb, nor do those exemp- 
tions free them from liability for damage, As to 
the question of what may be politic, or wise, or 
prudent on the part of the people to do towards 
mitigating or undoing an evil which they did not 
create, t has nothing to do with the question 
at issue now before us. The sin does not lie at 
the door of the people. It lies at the door of the 
railroads, and it is the duty of the latter to atone 
— it and removd all possibility ot harm to arise 
rom it. 

It moreover is only wise, politic, and economical 
for the roads to construct the viaducts and thus 
free themselves from danger of money loss, even 
if they do it by acontrivauce which by reason of 
its ascent and decline is at best an inconvenience 
to the active prosecution of the general business 
of the city. The projectors or constructors of the 
railroads did not build them for the benefit of 
the public. Philanthropy did not enter into 
their motive. They built them and today con- 
duct them ptrely in their own interest, no mat- 
ter if benefit does incidentally accrue tothe City 
of Chicago from the presence of railroads enter- 
ing into it.

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OPEN THE FAIR GATE 


EXPRESSION OF OPINION BY LEAD- 
ING THINKERS. 


A Large Majority Think It Highly Desir- 
able to Have the Gates of the Columbian 
Exposition Open on Sunday, and Give a 
Variety of Reasons—Views of President- 
Elect of Harvard, Charles Francis 
Adams, Edwin p. Seaver, and Many 
Others on the subject. 


Boston Herald: There is perhaps no sub- 
ject at present of greater juterest and more 
importance m Worid's Fair matters than that 
of closing the Exposition on Sunday. 

It will be remembered that during the last 
year a Vigorous campaign was carried on by 
those in favor of closing the gates of Jackson 
Park on the Sabbath. The result of this well 
organized movement, aided by the apathy of 
those with more liberal ideas on the subject, 
was a Sabbatarian provision attached to the 
Columbian Appropriation bill passed by Con- 
gress at its last session. 

In the bel‘ef that Congress, by adopting 
this provision, misinterpreted the sentiments 
of the great mass of American citizens the 
Herald has made efforts toobtain a correct 
estimate of the light in which Sunday closing 
is regarded by representatives of the leading 
thiakers of the country. 

With this end in view, jnterrogatories were 
addressed a few days ago to about thirty of 
Boston’s citizens, representing diverse profes- 
sions, no effort being made to select those ad- 
dreased from a previous knowledge of their 
opinions, and care being taken not to use a 
single word in the interrogatories which might 
influence honest opinion in either direction, 
pro or con. 

Up to the time of the present writing the 
following answers have been received: 
President Eliot, Harvard University. 


I think the Chicago Fair should be o Sun- 
days for the reason that for the average American 
and his family a visit to the Fair on two or thre 
Sundays du rg the few months that the Fair is 
to be open will be the most improving use that 
they can make of those days. 


The Hon. Charles Francis Adams, 


My opinion is that the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position should be kept open Sunday especially, 
and far more than on any other day in the week. 

My reasons for,this conclusion are the follow- 
ing: It appears tome most injudicious, to say 
the least, to invite a vast number of strangers to 
Chicago and on the one day inthe week when 
there is no other possible way of occupying the 
time, except by going to church, to close the very 
Ex tion which they were invited to see. It is 
difficult to imagine why any religiously disposed

PECULIAR STYLE OF ELEVATOR BRIDGE. 


A Unique Structure to Span the River at 
South Halsted Street. 

When a steamer knocked the old South 
Halsted street bridge into the river a move- 
ment was started looking toward gettmg a 
double-track bridge, like the one at Madison 
street, to take the place of the demolished 
structure, The marine interests appealed to 
the Secretary of War to stop ite construction 
uatil the river was widened, and under threat 
of injunction proceedings the city authorities 
desisted. 

As a happy solution of the vexed question a 
peculiar style of elevator bridge was adopted. 
Yesterday’s dispatches announced that it had

been pours by the War Department. Its 
chief mérit is that it pteserves the center of 
the channel for the movement of boats. Unit- 
ed States Engineer Marshall is of the opinion 
that the bridge will work well if properly con- 
structed. He says it has been successfully 
tried in England, where the conditions. are 
similar to South Halsted street. 

The plans and drawings of the bridge have 
been completed by Assistant Engineer Rowe. 
The structure must be finished within six 
months from the day the contract for its erec- 
tion is signed. 

It will eonsist of a single span, 130 feet 
long, that can be raised verticalty to a height 
that will permit the largest lake vessel to pass 
unobstructed beneath. The maximum dis- 
tance, in the een the bottom of the 
span when raised the surface of the river 
will be 140 feet and the minimum distance 
will be 14 feet, which will permit the 
of tugs and small craft beneath when the 
bridge is in use. . 

At each side of the river there will be 
a strong tower 200 feet high, which 
will hold the pulleys over which 
thirty-two steel wire cables, one and one-half 
inches in diameter, will pass, to lift the bridge. 
The towers will be braced at the top by trusses 
to prevent swaying or giving when subjected 
to the weight of the bridge, which 1s estimated 
to be 1,140,000 pounds without passengers or 
vehicles on it. No one but the bridge-tender 
will be N on the bridge when it is be- 

raised. 

re will be an operating-house in the cen- 
ter of the bridge, where a newly-invented de- 
vice called a peeper will be placed for the 
purpose of te ng when the bridge is high 
enough for a vessel to pass under, as it is not 
the intention to raise it to its maximum 
height unless necessary. 

The engines for raising the span will be 
placed under the street at the north end of the 
bridge, and when the engines are disabled the 
bridge can be raised slowly by hand. 

The structure is provided with brakes in 
case of accident and with hydraulic buffers at 
the top and bottom of the towers. 

Wagons and street cars will pass between 
the trusses and a walk on either side will be 
provided for pedestrians. The roadway will 
be paved with cedar blocks.
